AIL READY T0 TARE AND DIE. 

You ask me to name the bravest incident 
of the fighting that came under my personal 
observation. This is a very hard thing to, 
do. and I will not attempt it. On battle- 
fields where officers and men all alike were 
animated by the common spirit of heroism | 
and galiantry it is impossible to pick out 
one man more than another as entitled to 
laurels. 

I found great difficulty, and I know other 
officers did. in making reports and men- 
tioning officers and men for special praise. 
It seemed to me at the time, and it dves 
now, as I look back upon it, that every one 
of our soldiers showed the utmost readiness 
to die and to dare everything that was, 
asked of him, and more. 

Of course there were some sacrifices of life | 
that were especialiy pathetic in their cir- 
cumstances. I was deeply impressed by the 
deaths of Lieutenants Smith and Shipp of 
the Tenth Cavalry. They were classmates 
and roommates at West Point, consecutive 
files in the same regiment, and, I am told, 
consecutive files in their class. They de-| 
voted themselves to their profession and 
were men who, if they had lived, would) 
have become very distinguished cavairy of- 
ficets. 

They had visited Europe and inspected 
the cavalry service of the different nations, 
and had studied all the books of authority 
on the subject.

PEACE AND HOME-COMING, 


Iucidents of the Voyage of Warships 
From the Scene of Their Victory. 


NEW YORK, Aug. %.—The one word 
**Peace,”’ written in letters of dlamonds and 
rubies, et the masthead of the Oregon in 
Guantanamo Bay, was the signal for wild 
applause from the ships on Friday night, 
Aug. 12, and the applause became more en- 
thusiastic when the announcement was 
made by Commodore Watson that the 
fighters of the navy, the big warships, had 
been ordered home, and were ordered to 
sail for New York as soon as possible.

Europe Would Like to Know What the 
United States Will Do. «

MADRID, Aug. 20.—It may be of the 
highest importance for the United States 
Government to define forthwith its inten- 
tions with regard to the Philippine Islands 
and the Cuban debt. Those are the ques- 
tions upon which Spain and America seem 
certain to clash in the Paris peace commis- 
sion. Disputing over them threatens to 
make the negotiations drag until Europe 
may seek to thrust herself upon the con- 
tending ‘‘peacemakers” as arbiter. The 
Madrid government is hoping for great 
things from disputation. 

Many who are familiar with international 
affairs believe that if the Government at 
Washington would state clearly in advance 
the position it will take on those points 
the effect upon continental countries, an 
likewise upon Spain herself, would be high- 
ly beneficial to the American cause. 

For instance, those persons say Spain 
might reconsider her present intention to 
press the Cuban debt upon the Paris Com- 
mission were it known that the American 
members will be instructed not to discuss 
the subject. If the Americans ignore that 
debt, they argue, there will be no way for 
Spain to shirk its payment except by de- 
faulting or repudiating it. She issued bonds 
offering Cuba collateral witnout Cuba's 
consent, got the money and spent it. If 
Spain loses the security which was offered 
and accepted it will be an affair for Spain 
and the bondholders to settle between them- 
selves unless America takes it up in the 
negotlations. 

Then Europe's chief-.interest 
gotiations will sensibly diminish, certain 
diplomats assert privately, if it is made 
Plain that the Philippine islands will not 
be in the market. As long as the rivals 
for control of the Far East see a chance 
for getting any or all of those Islands by 
coercion, purchase or otherwise, they will 
employ every means of obtaining the cov- 
eted possessions. 

If America announces that she means to 
see that the islands shall be free, either 
under a reformed government by Spain, 
an American protectorate or otherwise, 
Europe, knowing ones declare, will keep her 
fingers out of the fire.

A memorandum in Dr. Kennedy's hand- 
writing bore the name “E. Maxwell,”’ the 
name under which Miss Reynolds registered 
at the Grand Hotel. This was found on 
the fire-escape just outside the.window of 
the room where the victim was slain. An- 
other memorandum of the appointment was 
no yn among Dr. Kennedy’s papers in his 
office. . 

Marks were found upon the underclothin 
and shirt worn by r. Kennedy, whic 
were made by lead, supposedly by the 
bludgeon with which the murder was done. 

These things, supplementing the positive 
identification of Dr. Kennedy as the man 
who was seen with Miss Reynolds in the 
hotel on Monday night, the rm sto- 
ries told by the prisoner, and the bogus 
checks, form the case against him as it 
now stands. 

There are in addition a score of little 
things, tiny fingers of circumstance, which 
point to him as the guilty man. 


The question of the guilt or innocence of 

Kennedy has become a mitter of deep pub- 
lic interest. It has become the most gen- 
eral topic where people gather, and opinion 
is pretty evenly divided. There is not a 
lawyer with experience in criminal matters 
who does not say that as the case stands 
there would be little difficulty In tearing it 
to pieces, 
There are many things in connection with 
the iragedy that are hard to understand, 
and the dead woman’s life adds much to 
the mystery. : 

It has been shown that “Dolly” Rey- 
nolds possessed the accumulative faculty. 
She wanted to be rich. She was aimost 
penurious in her habits. Assistant District 
Attorney Daniel O'Reilly has discovered 
that she had six ‘bank accounts. e 
names of these banks are known. They are 
the Mount Vernon Bank, the Chester Bank 
of Mount Vernon, the Greenwich Savings 
Bank, New York City; the Bank for Sav- 
ings, Fourth avenue and Twenty-second 
i street; tne Manhattan Savings Institution. 

The amount held for her in each bank 
could not be learned. Mr. nae / could 
not even approximate it. It ts said Miss 
Reynolds was liberal only tn one direction 
—entertaining some young women. One 
of these was Allie Gilbert, a vaudeville per- 
former who sings “coon ” songs. Another 
is said to be a taiyer for a dry goods house. 
The dead woman cared less for fine cloth- 
ing than she did for jewels. She wanted 
gems of the first water because they have 
a fixed value.

Letter From an Ohio Town

Dunning 
the word Delaware was rpelled D-c-l-e- 
w-a-r-e. In the letter to Dr. Bishop the 
word attention is apelled with an i in place 
of an e. The woman that addressed the 
box of candy and wrote the note that was 
inclosed used no punctuation marks. In the 
letter to Dr. Bishop there ‘ts not a comma, 
and the only periods are those after the 
capitals P. and ©. in the abbreviation for 
postoffiice 

Further cause for suspicion is found by 
Dr. Bishop in the fact that his connection 
with the cage should have reached such a 
email place as New Matamoras tn time for 
this letter to have been enatled from there, 
as the potmark shews, at 1 p. m.

CORN HAS BONE WELL 


July Crop Report of the ‘Weather Bue 
reau Issued at Columbia. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., Aug. %.—The monthly 
crop review, issued here this afternoon by 
the Missouri Section of the United States 
Weather Bureau, says: 

The month of July was, on the whole, 
favorable to the cultural interests. In 
the central and sduthern sections of the 
State corn suffered to some extent from 
lack of moisture during the second and 
third weeks of the month, an@ in a few 
counties early corn was seriously injured, 
but over the greater portion of the State 
the crop made good progress, and copious 
rains during the last week of the month 
relieved the drouth and put the crop in 
excellent condition. In a few of the north- 
ern counties planting was not completed 
until about the 10th, while, in the southern 
sections, some early flelds were in roast- 
ing ear by that date. At the close of the 
month much of the early corn in the south- 
ern counties was reported safe from drouth 
and late corn in all sections was growin 
rapidly. Local wind storms on e 2 
and 2th did more or less damage to corn 
in all sections, but, as a rule, serious dam- 
age was confined to very smal) areas. 

Cotton did finely throughout the month 
although in portions of Pemiscot County 
an excess of moirture caused a rather too 
rank growth of stalk.

IN FEAR 0 “OF LYNCHING 


YOUNG JOHN HEDRICK RE- 
TURNED HERE FROM CAPE 
GIRARDEAU, MO. 


HE MURDERED FARMER LAIL. 


One of the Most Atrocious Crimes in 
the History of the Southeastern 
Part of the State. 


For the second time the officials from 
Cape Girardeau have been compelled to 
bring youthful John Hedrick to St. Louis 
and lodge him in the city jail to prevent 
the outraged ctizens of the place where 
he lives from stringing hm to a tree for 
one of the coldest blooded murders that 
ever occurred in Southeast Missouri. 

On June 8 Hedrick, a fa'mer boy, 
only 19 years old, out of revenge slew James 
Lail, a farmer for whom he once worked, 
Then he attacked Mrs. Lal with a knife 
and wounded her so thet for a while her 
lif@.wces despaired of.

Burglars Enter the Home of 
Mr. B. C. Seatone 


VALUABLE STOCKS 
AND SOME MONEY TAKEN.

WHILE POLICE SEARCHED THE 
HOUSE A BURGLAR 
WAS THERE. 


Two burglars entered the home of B. C. 
Seaton, vice-president of the Electric 
Third Rail and Signal Co., in broad day- 
light Friday morning. The fact was sup- 
pressed by the police until 3 o'clock Satur- 
day afternodn, an hour after the Post-Dis- 
patch had published the news, Up to that 
time they had not succeeded in capturing 
either of the thieves. 

The Seatons live in a brown-stone front 
at 341 Chestnut street. There were in the 
house Mr. and Mrs. Seaton, Sr., their son, 
Ww. Cc. Seaton, who is there with his wife 
visiting his parents, and Miss Cunningham, 
Mr. Seaton’s niece. The occupants sleep 
upon the second floor. 

At 6 o'clock Friday morning Mrs. Seaton, 
Jr., awoke to find a mulatto in her room. 
She concluded that the negro must be a 
servant in the employ of the household and 
was not badly frightened. When Mrs. Sea- 
ton awoke the man left the room and 
passed on to the front of the house into the 
room occupied by Miss Cunningham. By 
this time Mrs. Seaton had determined to 
ascertain whether the man was an attache 
of the house and had started to inquire of 
the elder Mrs. Seaton, when a piercing 
shriek came from Miss Cunningham's room. 
The lady had awakened tp find the negro 
crouching beside her d. 

Mr. Seaton grabbed a revolver and hur- 
ried toward the front of the house, but 
he did not arrive in time to get a shot at 
the negro, who rushed downstairs as fast 
as he could leap, making a great noise in 
his flight. He escaped through the front 
door into the street. 

Miss Cunningham's screams and the con- 
sequent confusion in the _ Seaton home 
aroused the neighbors, and a number of 
olicemen soon arrived at the house, They 

eard the story of the discovery of the 
burglar and his flight and set out to catch 

; 

"The family took an account of stock and 
found the thief had secured a pocketbook 
from the elder Seaton’s trousers and a pair 
of spectacles from his room, and from the 
room of Mrs. Seaton, Jr., a gold mrecklace, 
The puree stolen was shortly afterward 
picked up near the house by an officer. It 
had bontained $5500 worth of stock In Mr. 
Seatdn’s company, other papers of value to 
the ner and $7 in money. The stock and 
papers had been torn into pieces by the 
th.ef, who stuffed it back into the pocket- 
book. 

At 8 o'clock, two hours after the rob- 
bery, the family sat down to bréakfast. A 
moment later they heard quick and heavy 
steps up staire and the sound of a falling 
body in the front hall. A second burgiag 
who. it is thought. had hidden in a closet 
during the confusion incident to the dis- 
covery and escape of his accomplice, was 
making his escape. The man in his haste 
fell down stairs and ruehed from there 
through the halis and escaped through the 
rear yard. 

The family was by this time anxious to 
know how many more such visitors they 
had in the house, and the police were called 
to make a second and more thorough in- 
esti'gation. They found nothing.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Aug. 2.—It is now 
known that at least six persons met death 
in the fire which this morning destroyed 
the National and Windsor Hotels, : 

Five bodies have been recovered from the 
ruins, of which three have been identified, 
As follows: 

ABE MATTHEWS, Greenville, Miss. 

W. H. WILLS, residence unknown. 

MR. HUDGINS, Indian Territory. 

Several other guests of the hotels are 
still missing, and there is little doubt that 
they, also, perished in the flames. 

The property loss is at least $75,000, and 
there is not over $10,000 insurance on the 
buildings burned. 

The fire, which ofiginated tn the Nation- 
al Hotel, from a cause as yet unknown, 
occurred at a time when the 
guests of the National Hotel were all 
asleep, and it was impossible to arouse 


them in time for their escape. Wills was 
burned to death in his room and Matthews 
ran down the stairway through the flam 

He died soon afterwards, e shrieks 

the imprisoned guests pierced the hearts 
of those who were arou by the alarm. 
It was impossible to rescue every one, 890 
rapid was the hy ge of the fire. 

The register of the hotel was burned, but 
it is practically cortain that there are other 
bodies in the ruins, 

Before the fire was discovered in the 
National Hotel the top and one of the 
sides of the building was almost 
ready to collapse. The flames qh com- 
municated to the adjoining property, in- 
cluding the O’Bryan frame cottage meée- 
diately north, the Kentucky livery stab 
and the Windser Hotel, directly south ©o 
and in close proximity to the stables. 

These buildings were destroyed, to ees | 
with all of the furniture of the N 
Hotel and adjoining cottage, which the 
property of the H. C. O'Bryan estate. 

Those who escaped jumped from the win- 
dows of the second and third etories in their 
night clothes, barely getting out with the 
lives. One or two who leaped were severey 
injured, and one unknown man is expect 
to die. 

A statement from a man who escaped from 
the burning building confirmed the belief 
that the missing all perished. He sald there 
were two other men, stvangers to him, oc- 
cupying the room he was fn, and his opin- 
ion waa that they burned to death, 

All the horses and vehicles of the Ken- 
tucky Stables were saved, but the harness 


and saddles were burned. 
, The furniture of the Windsor Hotel was 


ost. 
The Avenue Hotel, immediately across ‘the 
street from the National and directly op- 
osite, was In great danger, and for a time 
ts destruction seemed certain, but it sua- 
tained little damage. The Fire Department 
worked intelligently and handled the fire tn 
a creditable manner, The heat was severe 
and several firemen are badly blist 
The body of Wills, who was a_ helpless 
criple, was burned to a eha mas. 
Hughes jumped from the third story win- 
dow of the burn'ng building and his body 
was crushed almost to a pulp on the side- 
walk below. Matthews attempted to escape 
by means of the stairways and died from 
the effects of his burns. 
Among those most painfully hurt were 
Mrs. Eula. Jefferies of the Indian Terrt- 
tory, who was burned about the head, face 
and hands, and Patrolman Willey of the 
olice department, whose hands were badly 
urned. Several firemen were omer 
incapacitated for duty by the Intense hea 
The National Hotel was a cheap frame 
building on Park avenue, immediately op- 
poste the Avenue Hotel.

A comparatively smal, number of these are 
now in the possession of the Missouri His- 
torical Society, which has its headquarters 
at 1600 Locust etreet. The buliding is not 
fire-proof and the documents, which could 
never be replaced, are daily liable to de- 
struction by fire. 

One document alone, the original deed 
of transfer, conveyin Upper Louisiana 
from France to the United States, signéd 
by Amos Stoddard for the United Btates 
and by Lieutenant-Governor Delassus for 
France, and executed in St. Louls. March 
10, 1804, is of priceless value. The Missouri 
Historical Society would not part with it 
for a fortune, yet it may be burned, along 
with others of great but lesser value, at 
any time. 

Mr. Pierre Chouteau of this city has in 
his possession a great mass of documents, 
correspondence and State papers, veritable 
treasures of history. which he will turn 
over to the Missour! Histcrical Society as 
soon as it becomes possessed of a safe 
house for them. These documents of Mr. 
(“*houteau’s and those in the Historical So- 
ciety “rooms contain the material for.the 
future great history of the Louisiana pur- 
chase. Mr. Chouteau has it all at his 
tongue’s end, and Is able to suppiement the 
documentary evidence with cndless inter- 
esting facts handed down to him from his 
ancestors, who were witnesses of the stir- 
rirg events of the early cays in 8t.

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ARMY AND NAVY DESERTERS. 
; 


years at the naval prison at Mare Ieland or 


ESERTERS from the army and navy 
go about getting out of the service 


[) according to unwritten laws that 


save been in the ranks since there was 
on army or navy. 

When a bluejacket or marine has decided 
to desert, he says very little about it, even 
to his intimate friends among his ehipmates, 
but for some mysterious reason that has 
never been satisfactorily explained, and 
probably never will be, the word ts nearly 
always passed around among the men for- 
ward that So-and-so is about to go “over 
the side.”” Occasionally the same news will 
‘et aft to the wardroom, but officers have 
meovered the futility of bothering their 
wads about the intending deserters. The 
intending deserter always waits until he at- 
tains the first-class on the conduct class 
list of his ship, which permits him-to draw 
all the money due him except a month's 
pay, that is always carried on the pay- 
guaster’s books for all hands. 

Meantime he makes his preparations for 
‘the jump. Such articles of his kit as mus- 
tering suits, pea coate, etc., that are of any 
value he selis for almost nothing to his 
shipmates or gives away. The things he can 
use, as, for example, underwear, he does up 
in a emall package, together with what few 
family photographs, letters and trinkets he 
@qnay possess and wish to keep, and gives 
the bundle to the bumboat man, who stocks 
@ dingy with tobacco, soap, brushes and 
such small articles and sells them at ex- 
wrbitant prices to men forward on warships. 

“Monthly money” day oomes around, and 
the intending deserter draws 41l the money 
the has earned, except the month's pay re- 
tained. Then comes the day upon which he

ply forgets to come back. The officer of bis 
division reports him absent without leave 
for 10 days, and every time he does s0 there 
fs a general grin along the lines of men 
forward arsembied at quarters, and then 
he is marked on the ship’s log as a de- 
eerter. If the deserter ever gives himseif up, 
he may have to serve from one to three 


at Boeton, but be is not hunted. 

A soldier in the army goes about the 
business of desertion with great care, com- 
plaigance and circumspection. A soldier does 
net often have much money when he makes 
hia escape, for his pay is small, and the 
money consuming canteen is never far from 
the quarters. As often ae not he will leave 
all of the truck in his chest behind, for 
there is nobody answering to the character 
of bumboatman to help him get away. He 
will always wait for pay day, so ms to have 
a few dollars for immediate expenses. Then 
he quietly walks to the ratiroad station and 
puts as many miles between himself and 
the post he has quit as his money will carry 
him. By the time he has reached the stae- 
tion his tentmates have swooped down 
upon his chest and looted it of everything 
of value. for the deserter has told them of 
his intention to go and hae left explicit 
directions as to the distribution of his geer. 
He does not hand it around before going, 
because by doing so he might excite the 
suspicion of the First Sergeant, who gen- 
erully has a keen eye in such matters. 
When the firet sergeant does begin to 
grow suspicious and looks through the 
chest of the absent man, he finds probably 
an old worn out pair of trousers and a bat- 
tered campaign hat. 

“Where ls this man’s gear?” he asks all 
hands lying around in their bunks in the 
quarters. Nobody knows. 

“Guess he took it with him,” they reply 
and turn over. That ig all the satisfaction 
a firet sergeant ever.geéts in such cases. 

Until about six years ago the military 
authorities paid $@ for the apprehension 
of a deserter. As a result of this system 
there arose in the immediate vicinity of 
large military posts a class of men known 
in the army vernacular as “hounds,” 
clothed with the rights of special officers, 
who made a business of apprehending army 
deserters for ‘the $60 reward. The reward

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® MANY HOLIDAYS 
IN PHILIPPINES. 
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NE of the strange things about the 
customs in the Philippine Islands, 
from the American standpoint, Is 

the number of holidays observed. 

The Philippinos like holidays. 
they would make life one continuous feast 
of pleasure and flesh if that were possible. 

There are now 13 legal holidays in Manila 
in each year. At one time there were 40. 

In an article in the Century Wallace Cum- 
mings says: 

Each pueblo has its saint, and on that 
saint's day the inhabitants give themselves 
over, as they do on the great holidays of 
the church, to music, fireworks, cock fight- 
ing, processions, ete. 

All told the holidaye universally observed 
in Manila are 13 each year. 

In other parts of the islands the number 
has not dwindled so much. 

The religious fasts are picturesque. Al- 
most all the processions I saw took place 
at night, and the effect was most pictur- 
esque. There would be a line of marchers, 
men, women and children, walking in single 
file on each side of the street, every one 
with a lighted candle in hts hand. 

At intervals, in the middle of 
would come images of the Savior, the Vir- 
gin and the eaints, borne on the shoulders 
of from 10 to 30 men, surrounded by priests, 
and preceded by a band of music. 

Some of the images wefe covered with 
diamonds and other precious stones, said 
to be enormously valuable, In these cases 
there was always a guard of soldiers with 
fixed bayonets about the image. 

Often there would be thousands of people 
walking in these processions, and all the 
while it was moving téns of thousands of 
rockets and bombs would be fired. These 
rockets and bombs are home-made. 

The rockets consist only of a joint of 
bamboo filled with powder, exploding with 
great notse, but with little light. 

The bombs are simply a handful of powder 
tightly wrapped with themp. They cost a 
mere trifie, but make a great nolse, and no 
flesta is complete without plenty of them. 

The most curious procession js parti- 
cipated in only by natives end the poorer 
mestizos, It takes place, if I remember 
rightly, during Holy Week, and is a high 
solemnity. very one walking in the pro- 
cession is robed In his grave clothes. 

It may seem Strange that grave clothes 
are provided before they are needed, but tn 
Manila they are considered a prime neces- 
sity, and every native owns those clothes,

re gone. He is carrying mortgages 

aggregating a million and a quar- 

ter of dollars. He is land poor and it is 

said that he could not pay his debts if he 
were to sell all his property. 

There was a day in the roaring "7s that 
Mr. Baldwin, commonly known as “Lucky” 
Baldwin, was worth twenty millions. That 
was when the Comstock boomed and 
thundered. 

Baldwin added another little plaster of 
$28,000 to the one and a quarter million 
dollars that he owes the Hibernian Bank, 
the other day, and he was made within 
the past year defendant in a shoal of little 
suits on small accounts. But the Hibernian 
knows what it is about and stands between 
the old man and trouble. 


Mr. Baldwin its 70 years of age. In his 
time he has played many parts, canal boat- 
man, groceryman, hotelkeeper, brickmaker, 
liveryman, theatrical manager, racing man, 
mining operator, farmer and always a 
speculator. He fought Indians on the 
plains in 1965, when he was bringing an emi- 
grant train across. 


He has been married four times, with 


breach of promise suits on the side. Bald-. 


win has been lucky at play, but unlucky in 
love. He has won the biggest races in the 
country with horses bred by himself, and as 
u mining speculator it is doubtful if he ever 
had an equal in California. His racing stud 
has all gone to pieces compared with the 
past form in the days of the Emperor of 
Norfolk and Rel El Santa Anita and other 
fiyers. Baldwin's fortune is still ample, but 
he is badly strapped for money. The Baid- 
win hotel and theater cost some $3,000,000 to 
build and equip. The ground alone on which 
it stands is worth the full amount of the 
blanket mortgage that covers his property. 
He has another on Lake Tahoe and another 
at Oakwood, Los Angeles County, besides 
the princely Santa Anita ranch, with its 
orange and olive groves and big vineyards, 
He has other property besides, and yet it is 
doubtful if the interest on the mortgage 


does not eat up all or nearly all the in- 
come. . 

Baldwin made his money when San Fran- 
cisco was booming, during the gold days. 
He was always a gambler and the fluctua- 
tions of the stock market at that time gave 
him ample opportunity to speculate as 
heavily as he desired. 

It was in Ophir that Baldwin made his 
biggest play. When it was selling at $8 he 
bought every share of it he could reach, 
Indeed, he found he had so much that he 
began to get frightened. There seemed to be 
such a constant and inexhaustible flow of 
the stock on the market that he began to 
think somebody was working off the cer- 
tificates on a printing press, but he did not 
stop until he had secured the control. He 
at once had tests made of the ore, and it 
assayed only a trace of silver. He very 
quickly put in his own superintendent and 
turned out the old management. It was not 
long before they struck a big ore body, and 
the mines began paying fat dividends. 


A sensational episode in the history of 
Ophir followed when James G. Flood, the 
bonanza millionaire, tried to oust Baldwn 
from the control of the mine. He managed 
to get half the trustees on his side, to- 
gether with Lissak, the president, who 
claimed two votes. They called a meeting, 
at which they proposed to appoint another 
trustee. They were to meet at 11 o'clock, 
and Reuben Lloyd, who was Baldwin's 
lawyer, told his principal that he could 
not possibly get out injunction papers in 
time for service before 11:15 o’clock, 

“O, that’s all right,” said Baldwin. “I'll 
£0 down and get up a fight until you can 
get around.” He took George W. Grayson 
with him, and both had pistols. Baldwin, 
after entering the board room, ostenta- 
tiously locked the door. Lissak objected. 
Baldwin knocked him under the table. 
There was a beautiful free fight, which 
lasted until a couple of deputy sheriffs 
eame in with their injunction papers. Ophir 
was still Baldwin's, but Flood was not yet 
ready to give in, and a few days later

One day the Bank of California failed. 
Baldwin had two million dollars on de- 
posit there.

Col. de Russe 
hada the letting of the contract and Bald- 
win, while he was studying his subject, 
gathered up a few respectable-looking 
bricks, which he wrapped in a newspaper 
and took with him for the Colonel's in- 
spection. He did this regularly every day 
until he came to be known ae “that man 
with a brickyard under his arm.’’ But he 
got the contract all right, and made it 
pay. It is true his first bricks would not 
stand up nor hold together. But he soon 
learned the business and before he sold out 
had supplied the bricks that built old 5t. 
Mary’s Cathedral, the Catholic Church that 
once stood on the site of the Palace Hotel 
and the old United States mint at San 
Francisco.

FACTS ABOUT THE 
LADRONE ISLANDS. 
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HE Ladrone Islands, captured by Un- 

ff cle Sam's expedition on its way to 

Manila, were discovered by Magel- 

lan, the great Portuguese navigator, then 
voyaging under the flag of Spain, in 1521. 

Magellan called them “Las Islas 
Ladrones,” because of the pilfering habits 
of the people, the name meaning “the 
islands of the thieves.”’ 

The group consists of about twenty small 
islands, and their official name in Spain 
is the Marianas, a name applied 
in 1668 by Jesuit missionaries in honor of 
Maria Anna, the Queen of Philip IV. 

The capital town San Ignacio de 
Agana, located on the island called Gua. 
han, pronounced “Hooa-an."’ 

The total population of all the islands is 
not more than 10,000. 

When discovered there were about 50,000 
people. Spanish cruelty almost extermi- 
nated them, but of late they have in- 
creased in number. 

This group is situated in 
cific, about 1500 miles east of Manila, 
3000 miles west of Hawali. 

The climate is healthful, but the people 
are said to be lazy. 

Only five of the islands are inhabited. 
They are covered with timber and vegeta- 
tion resembling that of the Philippines. 

Wild animais are few and scarce through- 
out the group. Swine and oxen run wild 
and are hunted as game when required, 

On two of the islands, Pyan and Uraccas, 
there small voleanic craters, but 
highest peak on the group is only 2700 feet.

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Natural products of the islands are cocoa. | 


nut palms, sugar, cotton, tobacco, castor 
oil, bread fruit, bananas, indigo and cotton, 

The vearly average temperature at Gua- 
han is 81 degrees—about that of a moder- 
ately warm day in St. Louis. But it does 
not vary very much throughout the year. 

Plenty of good water is found on the Is- 
lands. 

The Ladrones are of volcanic origin, and 
appear to be of great geologic antiquity. 

The present population are described as 
“wanting in energy, of Indifferent moral 
character and miserably poor.’’ They are 
descended in part from the original inhabl- 
tants, called Chamonos, and from the Mes- 
tizos, a mixed race formed by the union 
of Spaniards with these natives. 

On the island called Saypen a colony from 
the Caroline Islands, which le to the south 
of the Ladrones, was established soms 
years ago. These people are the moet ac- 
tive and enterprising inhabitants of the La- 
drones, 

Spain has derived no revenue from these¢ 
islands, and has done little to civilize the 
people. At one time a few small sehools 
were started, but they were soon aban- 
doned. 

In 1856 an epidemic destroyed one-third 
of the population. 

August and September are the hottest 
months, and the rainfall in the summer 
months is very heavy. 

Agaua, the capital, is well built of stone 
and timber, and many of the houses have 
tiled roofs. There are 20 small villages on 
the islands} ; 

So little has been done to civilize the 
people that they live in about the same 
primitive fashion as characterized them 
when Europeans “rst visited them. 

In one thing the people of the Ladrones 
excel all the natives of the Polynesian 
islands—this is their faculty for building 
and sailing a wonderful water craft with 
a lateen sail. Sailors of all nations for 
over three hundred years have admired 
their skill with these vessels. 

They are built entirely without metal, 
and the largest of them will carry about 
seven men, 

The boat has an outrigger which fs car- 
ried on the lee side to prevent upsetting. 
It is eaid that these boats make wonderful 
speed, and that they can lie closer to the 
wind than any other satling craft known, 

Customs, superstitions, dress, religion, 
etc., prove that the people of the Ladrones 
have a commoneorigin with the other races 
of Polynesia, but they have lived so iong 
by themselves that they have a distinct lan- 
guawe. Some writers have armued that thre 
race is of American origin, while othera béld 
that they are are an offshoot of the JApan- 
ene

“The natives are not so dark as those of 
the Philippines, and are larger of body than 
the average European, They lived on roots, 
fish and fruits, and were extremely active 
and quick, Many of them lived over 100 
years.”’ 

Another French writer says that he saw 
them dive and ewim 60 well that they 
caught fish in their hands under water. 

In character the Ladrones are gay and 
amiable, loving pleasure and spending much 
of their time in outdoor amusements. They 
are jealous of the honor of their wives. 

The women are usually lighter in color 
than the men, and many of them are ex- 
tremely beautiful, with luxuriant hair 
reaching almost to the ground. 

Pigafetta, who was with Magellan in 1521, 
says: “The men are very large, above the 


| height of Europeans, and appear to be a 


white race, tanned by the tropical sun. 

Some writers have said that the natives 
of the Ladrones did not know the use of 
fire when they were discovered, and con- 
sequently had no metals. But it is known 
that they produced fire by rubbing to- 
gether two sticks. 

They believe in the immortality of the 
human soul and places of reward and pun- 
ishment after death. But they are ex- 


| tremely superstitious and are preyed upon 


by sorcerers and other impostors. 

One of their methods of limiting their 
domestic cares is the killing of all chil- 
dren after the third born. 

Like the natives of the Caroline Islands 
and the civilized people of Europe and 
America, they are rigid in drawing the 
lines of caste. Their customs recognize 


'three degrees—the matuas (nobles), archa- 
ots 


(middle class) and the mangatchongs 
(lower class).

With 
plenty of money, a taste for plain life and 
as much endurance and courage as any 
rough rider, he invested.in a bunch of 
cattle, placed them on the Montana ranges 
in charge of Ferris and Merrifield, his 
Western foremen, built two ranchhouses 
and passed a portion of each year in them. 
He went for sport, experience, relaxation 
and material for magazine articles. He se- 
cured all he sought and he sold out his 
interests this year to his foreman, 8S. M. 
Ferris of ra, after having paid ex- 
penses and securéd a neat return of his 
original investment. He was well satisfied 
with his Western experience and feeis 
a warmth of affection for the scenes of his 
tany experiences in the West, which may 
take him back there again. 


Roosevelt's ranches were in the Bad 
Lands. He was treated on the ranch 
as any other ranch hand, One of his first 
experiences on the ranges was a round-up 
as a cowboy. He fared there just as the 
other men fared who were drawing $35 a 
month. He had his “string’’ of horses with 
the round-up and performed the same duties 
as did the cowbeys. In the morning he was 
called with the other men—as a tsual thing 
at 2 o’clock—made his way to the rope cor- 
ral into which the large band of horses 
were driven, roped the animal which he de- 
sired to ride for the day, saddied it, and af- 
ter a hasty breakfast started on a Jong 
morning’s ride. Nor was he favored in the 
matter of horses. He took the same kind of 
animals as did the rest of the men—the ma- 


inclined to bucking than to Passive servi- 
tude. Not infrequently he wae tumbled 
over the head of a vicioha mustang, whose 
bucking abilities overmatched Roosevelt's 
riding by several degrees. But the discour. 
agements of cowfpunching were not perma- 
nent, and he was Po sooner thrown off than

Nothing suited him better than hunting 
through the rough brakes and precipitous 
cliffs of the country after deer or mount- 
ain sheep, He was made of the right mate- 
rial for a successful hunter, eX¢@ept that his 
eyesight was poor and forced him to wear 
glasses, and the frosting of these in winter 
made it inconvenient for him © take quick 
aim. But notwithstanding thie disadvantage 
he was known as a lucky shot. He got as 
much game as did any of the experienced 
men who accompanied him. 

One one occasion, while hunting with 
Foreman Merrifield, the two came upon « 
large cinnamon bear. Both men were well 
mounted and the distance was so short that 
Merrifield suggested that he rope the bear, 
drag him about for a time and then kill him 
at letsure. Merrifield even started ta loosen 
his rope for the purpose of carrying his 
suggestion into effect when. Roésevelt ob- 
jected, saying that while he was after game 
he had no desire to witness the antics of 
roped bear; which might prove the veriest 
Tartar ever captured, 

From the Bad Lands Roosevelt usuaily 
cantinued his trip to the Rocky Mountains, 
He has shot several grizzlies.

as would have been those of the old-time 
plainsman.

Pailing to burn his way out or to beg out 
Or to escape by murdering a guard, he has 
now evolved a plan that is decidedly unique. 

As a reward for the woman who will 
help him to exchange his stripes for citi- 
gen’s clothing, he promises to marry her— 
to love, cherish and protect. Or, in Heu of 
marriage, he offers to give the woman $100). 

Just how Johnson proposes to make that 
$1000 and how he expects the scheme for 
his release to be executed, is told in a 
written estatemnent given by him to the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

Realizing that the woman who takes him 
out of prison will need the services of a 
lawyer, he addresses an appéal to the legal 

' profession of Miseourl, showing how, by 
habeas corpus proceedings, it is possible 
to secure his freedom. 


The Incorrigible Johnson. 


Johnson's 16 years of imprisonment have 
been 16 years of the most stubborn Incor- 
rigibility the Missour! penitentiary authori- 
ties have ever encountered. The judge who 
sentenced him to prison included the for- 
mal clause about “hard labor,’’ but it Is 
very little labor Johnson has done since he 
fas het in the penitentiary, for he can 
not be trusted to handle tools of any kind. 
The prison authorities fear that he would 
use the tools on his keepers or on some 
other convict, Several years ago it was de- 
creed that Johnson should be confined in a 
dungeon. The plan proved unsuccessful 
“ma he had to be taken out. For the last 

hree years this remarkable convict has 
ocoupled a comfortable room in the hospl- 
tal annex. He has the room all to him- 
self, too, for the other convicts know him 
and are not eager to share his room, even 
if the warden were disposed to allow them 
to do so. 

This is what Johnson calls solitary con- 
finement. At the last session of the Leg- 
islature Johnson addressed a pathetic ap- 
peal to the penitentiary committee of the 
House, asking that some attention be given 
his case. In thaf letter he recited a touch- 
ing story of wrongs he alleged to have been 
imposed upon him. 

Tae committee, composed of honest coun- 
trymen, went to the prison and Investl- 


: gated Johnson's case. The report was that 


the prisoner was being well cared for, al- 
though it is a fact that the isoiation to 
which Johnson has so long beon subjected 
has undermined his health, both physical 
and mental. But the prison authorities 
say that is the only way they can keep 
him, 

In 1889 when Warden Morrison was run- 
ning the prison he undertook to conquer 
Johnson by kindness. He removed him 
fr isolation and gave him work along 
wife other convicts—cholice work, at that. 
Jg@hnson was apparently grateful and fairly 
eemed with thanks. But a few weeks 
later he made an assault on a fellow con- 
viet. During his good behavior Mra. Mor- 
Tison supplied Johnson with bouquets and 
Sweetmeats, and it was the ambition of her 
husband to hren« the incorrigible man 
around «© Meck submission. The assault 
Pthe convict sent Johnson back to 
confinement. Warden Morrison had 
h of him and made no further ef. 
to befriend him. 

The story of how Johnson tried to burn 
the prison and how he Was given a supple- 
mental term in prison for arson has been 
told many the newspapers, but 
Johnson tells the story himself for the first 
time in the Sunday Post-Dispatch to-day.

Had he turned his mind tn early age to the 
law or to some other useful profession, he 
might have been a power in any commun- 
ity. Johnson is now about 42 years oid, but 
looks younger. ; 

Learned men who have studied his case 
aceount for his incorrigibility on the theory 
that he is by nature exceptionally proud, 
and that his penitentiary sentence so piqued 
him that he determined to fight as long as 
fettered by the bars. 

The crime that sent Johnson to the penl- 
tentiary was the robbery of an old tavern 
keeper and his wife in Shelby County. It 
was a roadside inn and Johnson was ad- 
mitted to stay all night. He roDbed the old 
couple while they slept, securing only a 
nominal sum of money. Ae far as known 
that was his first crime. His term was 
lengthened on the charge of arson when he 
tried to burn the prison. 

The penitentiary authorities do not, as a 
rule, admit visitors to see Johnson. They 
say every time he has communication with 
the outside world it addg to his incorrigi- 
bility. Newspaper men, doctors, lawyers 
and ministers are admitted, however, and 
the politeneas with which Johnson receives 
them causes wonder as to how «euch a man 
happens to be clothed in stripes. He has 
a good voice and his vocabulary is unlim- 
ited. Added to this isa knowledge of things 
én general of which any man might be 
proud, 


Johnson’s Own Statement. 

Having failed in all other ways to secure 
his freedom, Johnson has evolved a new 
scheme. Itis worthy of a genius and shows 
to a nicety the good opinion which the pris- 
oner has of himself. Last week he wrote 
the following letter: 

To the Editor of the St Louls Post-Dis- 
patch:

One may eay that the officers who tried 
me were my peers and that is true; but thea 
I was not their peer. The spirit of the law 
meant that I sheuld be free, unfettered 
and recognized ag an equal before convic- 
tion by those sitting in Judgment over me.

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WO yenrs ago Henry Jewett, actor, 
was lighting his pipe with leaves 
from the Bible. To-day he is preach- 

ing the gospel of Jesus Christ in the green- 
room of the Suburban Theater and admon- 
ishing his fellow Thespians not to syrear. 

He is the matinee girl’s idol, yet“*he does 
mot carry the “mash” notes in his pockets. 
He is married and goes to church every 
Sunday morning. 

He used to emoke and drink and swear, 
but he does none of these things now. 
Since he became a Christian Scientist 18 
snonths ago he has been changed. 

He carries his religion into his profes- 
gion. He makes it a part of his life. He 
is fervid in setting forth the spiritual gems 
in his creed and enthusiastic in expatiating 
on the beauties of his belief. He looks 
forward to the time when all playwrights 
will be Scientists, and the immoral “prob- 
lem play” will be off the boards for good. 

A copy of “Science and Health,” the 
Christian Science text book, he carries in 
one coat pocket to balance the prompt 
book for the next week's play. Mr. Jewett 
rends them alternately. 

The first hour of each day Ig given up by 
him and his wife to the study of their re- 
ligion; for Mrs. Jewett is also a Christian

Mrs, Jewett is an actress, but is not reg- 
wlarly with the Suburban cast, though she 
is on the stage every Wednesday night. 

Mr. Jewett has been an actor since he 
was 16. That was 20 years ago. He sup- 
ported Julia Marlowe until the time of her 
marriage with Mr. Tabor. He has also sup- 
ported Richard Mansfield and played one 
season @ach with Rose Coghlan and Fanny 
Davenport. 

He has played all around the world and 
has tackled all kinds of parts, from juven. 
jles in pantomimes to Othello. Yet he does 
not look to be more than 2% years old. His 
Nght hair and blue eyes are calculated to 
deceive the best guceser. He is a boy In 
eppearance and epirits; a man in age and 
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knowledge. His perpetual good humor is 
effervescent and contagious, 

He is what women call “perfectly love- 
ly’’ and men “‘magnetic."” Whatever may 
be the source of this power of attractign, 
certain it is that he has the ability to win 
the admiration and friendship of almost 
everybody he meets, 

The women are right tn calling hien hand- 
some. Moreover, his physique will stand 
the test of even the exacting requirements 
of heroic parts, 

His eyes sparkle with an enthusiagm 
which no actor could counterfeit when 
their owner gets warmed up on the sub- 
ject of Christian Science. His acting brings 
applause for the actor; his preaching coin- 
mands respect and admiration for the man. 

What ere the gibes of unbelievers to 
him? He has studied the creed and incor. 
porated it in his life. 

“Since I became a Christian Scientist, 18 
months ago, I have made more progress to- 
ward my ideal in theatrical art than I 
ever Made in twice that time before,” de- 
clared Mr. Jewett. 

“I used to be a great drinker. I could 
have ‘a good time’ with the best of them. 
Since I became a Scientist I have con-

Eyes a snappin’ shut Iike shears, 3 
Bitin’ off the risin’ tears! 
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no witnesses to testify in his behalf and 
could not account for his absence from the 
town of Dallas other than by the story 
which he had tolé. On the other hand, all 
the circumstances pointed toward the guilt 
of the prisoner, although it was impossible 
to show the slightest motive for the crime, 
Smeadmuth had little money and had al- 
ways been the prisoner's best friend. The 
jury returned a verdict of murder in the 
first degree and the Judge sentenced the 
prisoner to serve a life sentence. 

Five years after Sykes had entered on 
his sentence, a bedraggled stranger came 
into Dallas late at night and asked for a 
notary, saying that he had a confession to 
make. His sworn testimony was taken and 
afterward his story was put in type-writ- 
ten form and filed in the records of the 
case. The stranger gave his name as George 
Haslop and sajd that he had spent most of 
his life in wandering about the country. 
While on one of these periodical trips he 
stopped in Cincinnati on his way West 
and fell in with a man of his own kind, 
who gave his name as Charlie Jones. The 
latter advised Haslop to give up his West- 
ern trip, saying that he had just returned 
from that region and did not like the 
country. 

Haslop was induced to join Jones in a trip 
to New Orleans and other Southern towns, 
and during the trip they took each other 
into their confidence. Jones had said that he 
had trouble in. other States and had to 
skip out and was now watching that the 
authorities did not catch him. At the 
postofficce Smith asked for his mail 
and gave the name of William Smeadmuth. 
When Haslop asked him why he did that 
he said: “Oh, that’s my real name, but 
you see I had to change it.”” Jones, or 
Smeadmuth, grew moody after this confes- 
sion and said little for several days. One 
day he suddenly turned to Haslop and said: 
“How would you like to live with a dead 
man?’ 

Haslop was pretty much astonished at 
such a question, but when he recovered he 
said he was sure he would not like it. His 
companion then went on to tell him that 
out in Colorado he was believed to be dead 
and that a man was serving a life sentence 
for his murder. He was told further that 
his body was found, identified as his and 
that his friend was accused of the murder, 
He explained that he bad gone to Denver 
and read about the murder in the papers 
there, and that afterward he had read 
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COLUMBUS B, SYKES IN PRISON. HE IS DYING AND CLAIMS TO BE INNOCENT AND MANY HIGH OFFICIALS BELIEVE HIM. 


He was convicted of the 
murder of amurderer. The 
fatter knows of Sukes’ mis- 
fortune. but dare not speak 


in his behalf, 


of the conviction of his companion on that 
day. Mr. Smeadmuth explained that he 
had relatives living in Sibley County, Minn,, 
near Henderson, and that they knew nothe 
ing of his whereabouts. He said that he 
had improved the opportunity afforded by 
the murder theory to elude the authorities 


and that he would never again assume his 


real name. 

Hasilop’s story so impressed the Btate 
Board of pardons that they started an in- 
vestigation. This was the first intimation 
of the Colorado authorities of the Minne- 
sota relatives, and as a result they wrote 


to Henderson. They soon got a reply con- . 


cerning Smeadmuth from the relatives who 
had been named in Haslop’s narrative, 
With such confirmation the story was res 
sifted from one end to the other in an efforg 
to gain more information. Haslop had toi@ 
all he knew in a straightforward manner, 
and he could not be shaken in any of the 
details. All efforts to locate Smeadmuth 
have been without avall, and the relatives 
of Sykes have no money with which to 
prosecute the search. Haslop visited the 
prisoner in his cell and told him that when 
he had heard Jones’ story he had vowed 
that he would get to Colorado as seon as 
possible and tell the truth, He said that he 
had walked much of the way from New 
Orleans, 

Private individuals were so impressed 
with Sykes’ freedom from guilt that they 
employed detectives and enlisted the serv~- 
ice of the postal authorities In the case. 
The State also attempted to find the miss- 
ing Smeadmuth without success. The late 
ter’s relatives in Minnesota have been im- 
portuned many times in the matter, but 
they believe that Smeadmuth has been mur. 
dered and that Sykes is the guilty one. 

In the meantime Sykes, almost at the 
point of death, has given up every hdpe of 
being released, although his one ambition 
has been to establish his innocence and 
die outside of the penitentiary.

AN IMMENSE STREET PARADE. 


Gossip Among Men Who Work in 
Factory, Mill, Foundry and 
Manufacturing Establish- 
ments of Every Kind. 


The national session of the Journeymen 
Tailors of America meets in Louisville 
Sept. 4. Five delegates will be present from 
St. Louls. An effort will be made to es- 
tablish an eight-hour working day and the 
giving of “free shops’ to men who are 
now compelled to carry their work home. 

Arrangements are going forward for a 
monster demonstration on Labor Day, Sept. 
4. B. C. Blackmore will be marshal of the 
parade. Details will be arranged and com- 
mittees appointed at the Central Trades 
and Labor Union meeting this afternoon. 

The glassblowers will return to work 
Sept. 1. Last year’s scale has been ac- 
cepted after an effort to have it advanced 
to the figures that prevailed before the 
business panic, 

The Musicians’ Mutual Benefit Association 
will furnish the music for the Republican 
convention on Aug. 23. A letter to this ef- 
fect has been addressed to E. P. Pretorius, 
chairman of the entertainment committee, 
but declining to attend the outing at Forest 
Park Highlands, owing to differences with 
the management of that resort. 

On Aug. 24 the musicians give their an- 
nual picnic at Creve Coeur Lake. Train 
leaves Union Station at 9 a. m. and returns 
at 6 and 7 p.m.

CHICAGO, Aug. 2).—Mesmerism, 
ing to Samuel Breakwe!l!, played an im- 
portant part in the events which led up 
to the assassination of his aged father, the 
Rev. Daniel Breakwell, at Highwood.

But by a large majority the population of 
the Poplar street Klondike is white, and 
mostly American, but for the presence of 
probably a dozen or two families of Syr- 
fans. These people are all peddlers, and 
every family has no less than a dozen chil- 
dren. They are crowded for house room 
and as there is no such thing as a front or 
back yard to the tenement houses in this 
district, the children frequently sleep upon 
the sidewalks. The Syrians are a peaceable 
lot, and it is a part of the code that no 
one shall tread upon the sleeping children. 
Pedestrians must step over them, or incur 
the displeasure of all Klondike. 

One characteristic of the slums that the 
visitor observes specially is the uniform 
willingness of the inhabitants to be ac- 
commodating. For example, you may stop 
any one on the street and ask for a match, 
and you will get it, even if the one you 
ask, let it be man, woman or child, has to 
walk a block to get it for you. 

Just now the Poplar stteet Klondike fs a 
bit dead on account of the recent raid made 
by the police, in which numerous women 
were arrested. It will not_be long, however, 
until that unpleasant memory will fade and 
then the Klondike will be itself again.

Trials and Hardships of the Soldiers 
in the Trenches “n Troopships 
and in Hospitals. 


George F. White, stenographer for Judge 
Thomas B. Harvey, has received a ietter 
from before Santiago. It was written by 
Edward Ma Walsh, formerly of 1932 North 
Broadway, now a private in Company D, 
Sixteenth United States Infantry. It bears 
the date of July 17. 

Among other things Walsh tells his friend 
that the trip down was unpleasant, and 
made more so because of the short rations. 
Concerning Cuba, he gays: 

It rains nearly every hour down here, and we 
have to sleep out in the rain. We lay in the rifle 
pits three days and pishts with nothing over 
us but the sky and nothing to eat but five pleces 
of hardtack and one ounce of raw pork. 

The Spaniards can't do a thing but fight. They 
get up in the cocoanut trees and pick the Amer- 
ican officers off. They fight any kind of way 
they can. A Red Cross physician was killed 
while dressing a wound. Some use big brass 
bullets, and if one hits you it is certain death.
